,  Jorix*  Takhki.l  (  Tliotnas^)  was  probably  b(nii  at  "W'atcrtown  about 
1654-,  although  tlu/re  is  no  record  of  his  birth.  IIo  married  at 
Salem,  Oct.  "25,  1G78,  Hilary  Nurse,  dan^liter  of  Francis  and  tliat 
unfortunate  Rebecca  Nurse  wlio  was  haiiL^ed  for  witchcraft  in  101)2. 
They  lived  at  SaliMU  Villai^e,  now  Danvers,  iu  whicli  parisli  the 
Salem  Witchcraft  delusion  lirst  ap[)eared.  As  a  result  of  tlie  per- 
secutions, Jolm  Tarbell  and  his  wife  and  a  few  others,  mostly  rela- 
tives of  the  accused,  withdrew  from  communion  and  attendance  at 
the  Salem  Village  cliui'ch.  This  was  llie  beginning  of  the  remon- 
strance of  the  people  against  Rev.  Sannuil  Rarris  as  their  minister, 
which  resulted  in  his  dismissal  frum  tliat  church  in  1G07.  In  this 
movement,  Jolni  'L'arbel!  l.'ore  a  pronunent  part. 

Before  his  marriage,  and  while  living  in  Charlcstown,  John  en- 
listed as  a  soldier  in  King  Philip's  war.  For  his  services  his 
heirs,  represented  by  his  son  Cornelius,  received  in  1728  a  grant 
of  laud  in  Xarragansett  No.  o,  now  Am!ier.-,t,  N.  H.  John-  was 
styled  "  F^nsign."  Lie  died  at  Salem  Village,  ^lar.  25,  1715,  in 
his  G2d  year.  His  will,  made  two  days  before  his  death,  names  his 
wife  ^tlary  and  all  of  his  children,  his  three  daughters  being  then 
unmarried;  al>o  h.e  left  a  small  sum  to  ]\Iary,  wife  of  James  Smith.
